The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the cited 
references do not disclose the particular amounts of fiber, oat bran concentrate and 
cereal bran as required. The combination of oat bran and oat bran concentrate with 
relatively small amounts of viscous soluble fiber unexpectedly causes the increased 
viscosity of the composition as shown by Ex. 2, and fig. 1. The use of low amounts of 
soluble fiber is important as high amounts of fiber give undesirable organoleptic 
properties to a food product (page, 1 last paragraph, page 2, lines 1-7).
